Dr. Ponza. director of the insane asy- 
lum at Alessandria, Piedmont, has made 
some interesting experiments to ascer 
tain the effects of solar light on lunatics. 
.Several room3 were specially prepared 
for this purpose, the walls being painted 
of the same color as the glass panes of the 
windows, these latter being quite nu- 
merous, in order to favor the action of 
the light. One of the patients thus 
treated, affected with morbid taciturn- 
ity, became gay and affable after three 
hou rs stay in a red chamber ; another, a i a ma< ^ wo 'f : 
maniac, who bad refused all food, asked 
for some breakfast after having stayed 
twenty-four hours in the same red 
chamber. In a blue one, a highly- 
excited madman, with a straight waist- 
coat on, was kept all day ; an hour after 
he apjieared much calmer. A patient 
was made to pass the night in a violet 
chamber ; on the following day he begged 
Dr. Ponza to send him home, because he 
felt himself cured, and he has been well 
ever since. Dr. Ponza's conclusions 
from his experiments are that the violet 
rays, of all others, possess the most in- 
tense elector-chemical power ; the red 
light is also very rich in calorific rays ; 
blue light, on the contrary, is quite 
devoid of them, aa weli of chemical and 
ele- trie ones. Its beneficent influence 
is hard to explain, but as it is the abso- 
lute negation of all excitement, it sue 
ceeds admirably in calming the excite- 
ment of furious maniacs.

Hydrophobia, though fortunately 
disease of rare occurrence in man, is one 
of the most recondite and least under 
tood in the whole range of fleshy ills 
It is, indeed, given up by medical author 
itiee as utterly incurable after the 
symptoms once set in, the orly remedies 
being of a preventive and not of a cura- 
tive character. The wolf, the dog, the 
fox, the jackal and the cat seem in. 
liable to contract the disease, though 
occasionally occurs in other animals, its 
appearance, according to Eckel, being 
most frequent in tha months of Februarv 
and May, though popular belief hx* laid 
hold upon the latter heats of summer or 
the dog-days, as the season in which this 
horrible malady is most to lie appre- 
hended. Its origin, when de novo, is lit- 
tle understood ; but intense thirst, sud- 
den changes from heat to cold, bad food, 
and unsatisfied sexual desires have all 

it is invariably, 
and in animals most commonly, the 
result of contagion. When contracted 
by man it is usually from bites of rabid 
dogs, but fortunately the wounds in 
most cases heal without any serious 
consequences, but one person in twenty 
or thirty bitten, according to Hunter 
an.l Vaughn, taking the disease. 

The bites inflicted by mad wolves arc 
more certainly fatal, Watson mentioning 
sixty-seven deaths by hydrophobia out 
of one hundred and fourteen bites. The 
greater virulence of wolf bites is ac- 
counted for by wolves usually biting at 
the naked parts, but dogs nearly always 
bite through the clothing, the isiisonous 
saliva thus being wiped from the teeth 
before they enter the fash. 

Hut I set out to tell a story, not to 
write a medical essay, though BO much 
on a subject illustrated by my -tory 
seemed not inappropriate by way of in- 
troduction. 

Among the tales with which, in the 
heyday of the American fur trade, the 
trappers were wont to lieguile the even- 
ing hours by their camp-fires, were those 
of wolves having gone mad ujxm the 
prairie, crept by night into the camp of 
the sleeping traprxT, and inflicted bites 
from which the victim, after lingering 
through days of suffering, died in ter- 
rible agony. Many such stories were 
current in the olden time, and not even 
an Indian alarm could arouse the sleep- 
ing trapper so quickly from his slumbers, 
and cause him to clutch with such fierce- 
ness the ever-ready rifle, as the cry, 
resounding through the camp in the 
stillness of night, "Mad wolf! mad wolf] 
About the first of August. 1882, the 
rival camps of the several fur compa- 
nies then contending for supremacy in 
the west, were clustered near each other 
in the valley of the (ireen river. One 
night a mad wolf entered the camp o 
Fontenelle. who represented the interact 

of the American fur company, and pass- 
ing rapidly by the recumbent ami sleep- 
ing men, inflicted upon several a slight 
bite, proceeded among the horses, several 
of which it bit, and escaped in the dark- 
ness. The alarm was spread to all the 
camps, and the following day a number 
of tents were erected by the more prudent 
men for their better protection should 
the wolf return. In the camp of Fits- 
patrick and Campbell, five miles distant 
from that of Fontenelle, but one tent was 

bar- 
ricading the entrance with pack saddles 
but as the night was pleasant the re- 
mainder of the men preferred to take 
their chances in the open air. laughing 
and joking their more prudent com- 
panions not a liitle for the precaution 
they had taken. Night came, and 
silence fell upon the camp, only broken 
at intervals of twenty minutes, when the 
chief of the guard sounded the cry of 
"All's well!" which was taken up and 
repeated successively by the drowsy 
sentinels, who, forbidden by the rules of 
the camp to pace their beat- lc*t they 
should be made a target for the feathered 
shafts of unseen foes, could scarcely keep 
awake in the recumbent or sitting 
postures they were required to maintain 
in some dark nook on the verge of the 
camp. But presently a shaggy form 
steals past the nodding sentinels, and 
reaches undiscovered tne centre of the 
camp. It approaches the sleeping form 
of George Howe, who, wrapped in his 
blanket and restingon his leftside, leaves 
quite unprotected his right ear and cheek. 

Snapping at the exposed face, the 
shaggy intruder inflicts a severe wound, 
rousing Howe rudely from his slumbers 
with the cry on his lips: "Ho!

with the conviction in his heart that 
Howe was doomed, hi* woid* but feebiy 
concealed his own forebodings. The Big 
Horn was reached. Campbell's party, 
including Larpenteur, fell to work upon 
the boats of skins in which they were to 
float down the liig Horn and Yellow- 
stone to the Missouri, while Foitenelle 
turned to scatter bis band through the 
beaver grounds to begin the season's 
trapping. Howe returned with Fon- 
tenelle. and thus did not witness the 
death of the bull, which occurred soon 
after from a well developed case of 
hydrophobia. But poor Howe was 
constantly tortured with dread; he 
seemed impressed with the hopelessness 
of his escape, and bitter and terrible 
were his reflections at the prospect of 
tints miserably perishing far from home 
and friends — friends who might never 
know his fate.

Keep 
your rooms as cool as possible, have them 
well ventilated, and do not allow any 
bad smells to come from sinks, garbage 
boxes, gutters, etc., about the bouse 
where you live. See to your own part 
being right, and complain to the board 
of health, if the neighbors' houses are 
offensive. When an infant is cross and 
irritable in the hot weather, a trip on 
the water will do it a great deal of good, 
and may prevent cholera infantum. Do 
not allow your children to eat unripe or 
dried fruit. An infant under a year old 
should not have any fruit except by a 
physician's orders.
